Notwithstanding any other 12 

provision of law and subject to the approval of the Secretary of Administration, 13 

appropriations for the programs described in subsections (b) and (c) of this 14 

section remaining unexpended on June 30, 2021 shall be carried forward and 15 

designated for expenditure on these programs in the subsequent fiscal year. 16 

(3)  Subject to State procurement requirements, the Agency may retain a 17 

contractor or contractors to assist with marketing, program development, and 18 

administration of the programs.  Up to $150,000.00 of program funding may 19 

be set aside for this purpose for the programs described in subsection (c) of this 20 

section in fiscal year 2020 and $50,000.00 of program funding shall be set 21 
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aside for this purpose for the programs described in subsection (c) of this 1 

section in fiscal year 2021 and to ensure that the emissions repair program is 2 

operational not later than July 1, 2021.  In fiscal year 2021, the Agency is 3 

authorized to spend up to $200,000.00 in program funding to continue and 4 

expand the Agency’s public-private partnership with Drive Electric Vermont to 5 

support the expansion of the PEV market in the State through technical and 6 

consumer assistance; auto dealer education; outreach and incentive program 7 

management, including marketing, consumer support, record keeping and 8 

reporting, program development and modification, and general program 9 

administration for the program described in subsection (b) of this section; and 10 

PEV promotional efforts.  The Agency shall develop, in consultation with the 11 

Departments of Environmental Conservation and of Public Service, a scope of 12 

work for funding the Agency’s grants to Drive Electric Vermont pursuant to 13 

this section.  14
